The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 3-5, 11-13, 18, and 21 , the prior art of record fails to show or 

fairly suggest a programming tuner to search and identify active signals which are 

screened by the control channel tuner to identify the control channel. 

Regarding claims 6-8, 14-16, 19, and 22, the prior art of record fails to show or 

fairly suggest the specific task of splitting up the frequency range to search for a control 

signal. 

Regarding claims 23-29, the prior art of record fails to show or fairly suggest 
using two or more tuners concurrently to scan a frequency band to locate a control 
channel.
